CHILD FINDS BONES 


Lad Reported Missing After 
Student War at 
School. 


J. H. Grant, who is probably the 
oldest Mason in Oklahoma in point 
of length of membership, has a cer­ 
tificate of membership that has an 
interesting history. It was issued 
to him when he became a member 
of Wade Dodge No. 281, Piqua, 
Ohio, September 12, 1862. 
At that time Mr. Grant was serv­ 
ing in the Union army and he car­ 
ried the document, which was con­ 
tained in a leather case, with him 
on the campaigns in Virginia. In 
1863 when the Confederates under 
Lee started on the march to Penn­ 


sylvania, they encountered and de­ 
feated a Union force at Winchester, 
Virginia, under Gen. Milroy. Mr. 
Grant was in this engagement and 
somewhere along the march lost his 
much cherished certificate. 
The war went on and after it 
had ended Mr. Grant moved to Mis­ 
souri. Twelve years after the fight 
at Winchester his certificate of mem 
bership was returned to him. It 
was picked up on the streets of 
Baltimore, Maryland, by the chil­ 
dren of a Mason, who turned it 
over to a Baltimore lodge. It was 


returned to Mr. Grant's lodge which 
forwarded it to him. 
Mr. Grant is of the opinion that 
it must have been found by a Con­ 
federate soldier who was a Ma­ 
son and lost by him in Baltimore 
after the war closed, since ho one 
but 4 Mason would attach any im­ 
portance to the document. What­ 
ever the history of its wanderings 
might be, the tact remained that 
he was again in possession of it 
and it is yet well preserved and 
every word and signature perfectly 
legible.

One of the mothers who expects too much of the schools 
and too little of their sons writes plaintively to the Philadel­ 
phia Record in part as follows: “I feel so worried at my pros­ 
pects about my 17-year-old son. He will graduate from the 
high school this year. He has been going to school since he was 
six. His hands are like a lady’s and he can’t do any work but 
use a pencil. He does not know how to work, and I am poor. 
He knows a lot about history and the ologies, but has no trade 
or profession. It seems a shame to be at school so many years 
and not know one way to make a living.” 
O f course it is still open to debate whether the public 
schools provide enough manual training, and whether there is 
too much cramming of the “ologies,” but the assumption that 
the schools ought to fit a boy to make a living or support a 
family at seventeen is manifestly absurd. Special school train­ 
ing later, or the school of actual employment, diligently sought 
and faithfully pursued when secured, must do th a t The public 
schools are mainly intended to provide efficiency in the three 
R’s and general enlightment, with a view ta the youth’s pro­ 
tection and fitness to undertake further studious activities. It 
is pertinent to add that no poor family can afford to tolerate 
in it a boy of 17. who “can’t do any work” and has hands “like 
a lady’s*” The hands of such a 17-year-old lad should show 
the effect of household chores as well as of outdoor games.

tort of EL H. Leech, of Greenwich, 
Conn., who has started a movement 
to have history textbooks altered 
in their stories of America’s most 
famous native princess. 
Stirred by recent reports of a 
search in London for the Indian 
princess’ grave for the purpose of 
having her body brought home aft­ 
er nearly three centuries, Mr. Leech 
made a study of old historical 
sources, and says he has found 
that “Pocahontas” was merely the 
nickname or “little name” coined 
by her father, the powerful King 
Powhatan, in a moment of tend­ 
erness. It means “little tomboy. 
The princess’ real name, Mr. Leech 
declares, was “Matoaka. 
Of more than a dozen prominent 
educators whom Mr. Leech wrote 
concerning his discovery, it was 
news to all save one, he said. The 
one was Harris Hart, superintend­ 
ent of public instruction of the 
state of Virginia* who wrote Mr. 
Leech that Pocahontas had been 
recognised by her real name of 
“Matoaka” in her native state, al­ 
though most folk even there clung 
to the diminutive ‘‘Pocahontas.” 
Among the authorities Mr. Leech 
cites is a document written in the 
script of William Strachey, secre­ 
tary of the Virginia colony, who 
arrived with Lord 
Delaware 
in 
1610. He wrote: 
“Pocahontas, or 
Matoaka, 
the 
daughter of Powhatan, is married 
to a discrete English gentleman. 
Master Rolfe, after she had re­ 
nounced idolatry and been, baptis­ 
ed."Strachey added that Pocahontas 
was the “little name” given to 
children in accordance with an old 
Indian custom, although she was 
called Matoaka 
"at 
more 
ripe 
years." 
Mr. Leech also cited the inscrip­ 
tion on a painting by Simon de 
Passe, done shortly after she had 
made her triumphal entry into Eng- 
_and in 1616 as John Rolfe’s wife. 
The Inscription reads: 
“Matoaka, alias 
Rebecca 
(her 
baptismal name), daughter of the 
powerful prince Powhatan, Emper­ 
or of the Virginias."
